deſired Leave to affli& him. The Lord com- 


plied with his Deſire, to try the Faith and ex- 
erciſe the Patience of this moſt excellent Per- 
ſon. His Children, who were the Delight of

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bis Eyes, and his growing Hopes, were taken 
from him, in a very affecting and awful Man-

N ner. He was ſtripped of all his Subſtance, 
3 which was great. At once deprived of all his 
Deſcendants, and reduced to Penury, from af- 


(| fluent Circumſtances, In theſe melancholly 
| Changes he behaved himſelf, in a becoming 
! Manner; with great Patience and Reſignation, 
ſaying, The Lord hath given, and the Lord hath 
taken away, blefſed be the Name of the Lord. 
- Satan, notwithſtanding, renews his Charge 
againſt him, and impudently tells God, that if 
he ſhould afffict his Perſon, he would curſe him 
fo bis Face, God gives Permiffion to Satan to 
i do this. He goes forth, and ſinites Job with 
Fre Boils, from. tbe Sole of his Foot unto bis 
Crown. So that, as he expreſſes it, he eſcaped 
" with the Shin of his Teeth. That is to ſay, his 
Gum only were free from thoſe noiſome and 
inful. Ulcers, wherewithal he was ſmitten. 
In this a Condition, for ſome Time, he con- 
ducted himſelf, in a patient and ſubmiſſive 
Manner. But at length, thro' Weakneſs, he 
| became impatient, and uttered raſh and unbe- 
3 coming Speeches, curſed the Day of his Birth, 
Thoſe who are moſt eminent in Holineſs, with- 
| out continual Supplies of Grace, will not be 
able to bear patiently, long and heavy Afflicti- 
ons. His Friends, who came to vifit and com- 
fort him, were filled with Aſtoniſhment at his 
! deplorable Caſe, and entertained a miſtaken 
3% Opinion concerning him; they thought he 


was. 
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was a Hypocrite, which muſt add much 
Weight to his Affliction. 

In his Debates with them, he aſſerted and 
bravely defended his Integrity, againſt their 
_ falſe Charge of Hypoeriſy. 

After repreſenting, in this Chapter, the 
Greatneſs of his Affliction, and the Neglect and 
Unkindneſs of his Relations, Friends, Ac» 
quaintance, and even of his Servants, under 
it, in very ſtrong and ſtriking Language, he 
fixes his Thoughts upon his Diſſolution. He 
wiſhes not for a pompous Funeral ; but for a 
Monument to be erected to his Memory, and 
_ deſires that the Words of the Text ſhould be 
the Inſcription on it, that ſo the Remembrance 
of his Faith might be perpetuated to all ſuc- 
ceeding Generations. O that my Words were 
' now written. O that they were printed in a 
Book : That they were graven with an Iron Pen, 
and Lead, in the Rock for ever, This impor- 
tant and earneſt Wiſh of his is granted, and 
the Memory of his Faith will not be loſt, while 
the Earth endures. In this Inſcription, or

I. The holy Man aſſerts his Intereſt in a 
living Redeemer. 

1. Some underſtand this of God the Fa- 
ther, who delivers his Church and People out 
of Affliction and Trouble. But it beſt agrees 
to Chriſt, who ſtood at the latter Day upon 
the Earth, and obtained eternal Redemption 
for us by his Sufferings and Death. And, in 
the moſt proper Senſe, he is our (7812) Re- 
deemer; for he is that unto us, and hath done 
that for us, which the Name imports. 

(1.) He is our near Kinſman, or is nearly 
allied unto us; as the Perſon was to be, who 
acted the Part of a Redeemer under the Leviti- 
cal Diſpenſation. A Brother, an Uncle, or an 
Uncle's Son, had the Right of Redemption. 
.Chriſt was of the ſame Nature with us: For- 
_ aſmuch then as the Children are Partakers of 

Fleſh and Blood, Chriſt alſo himſelf likewiſe took 
Part of the ſame. He that ſantthifieth, and they 
who are ſanctiſied, are all of one. They are of 
one Nature: And they are not only of the 
fame Nature, but are alſo of one ſovereign and 
gracious Decree. For, I apprehend, that it is 
not merely Identity, or Sameneſs of Nature, 
that is deſigned ; but near Alliance and Union 
is intended. Chriſt the Head, and his People 
the, 
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the Members, were included in the ſame ſove- 
reign Purpoſe, He was fore-ordained, as the 
Firſt-born, and they were predeſtinated to be 
his Junior Brethren. This Divine Decree gave 
Subſiſtence unto that near Union and Relation, 
which there is between him and them. And, 
therefore, he is not aſhamed to call them Bre- 
thren. He being our near Kinſman, the Right 
of Redemption was his. 

(2.) He is our Revenger. The Perſon, un- 
der the Law, who endeavoured to avenge the 
Death of a Man flain, on him that ſlew him, 
is called the Revenger, as we tranſlate it, or, 
as ſome render it, the Redeemer of Blood e. 
Our Bleſſed Lord is our Redeemer in this Senſe. 
For, according unto the firſt Promiſe, he hath 
broke the Head of the grand Adverſary of our 
Souls, Satan, by whom we were involved in 
Ruin. I will put Enmity between thee and the 
| Woman, between thy Seed and her Seed; it ſhall 
break thine Head, and thou ſhalt bruiſe bis Heel, 
Our glorious Reveriger hath deſtroyed him, 
that had the Power of Death, that is, the De- 
vil. And hath ./pozled Principalities and Pow- 
ers, and made a Shew of them openly. Hath fri- 
umphed over all the infernal Spirits, as a com- 
plete Victor. He led Captivity Captive, and, 
in Conſequence of that, the Prey is taken from 
the Mighty, and the lawful Captives are deli- 
vered. 

(3. ) Chriſt hath redeemed our Perſons from 
3 Deſtruction. Our Apoſtaſy 


from 
* Numb, xxxv. 19, 21. 
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from God, the Depravity of our Nature, and 
the Guilt which we have contracted, expoſe us 
to the Curſe of the Law, and the vindictive 
Diſpleaſure of God. Our Saviour, in the Ful- 
neſs of Time, was made under the Law, to re- 
deem them that were under the Law: And, 
by being made a Curſe for us, he redeemed us 
from the Law's Curſe. [In him we bave Re- 
demption through his Blood, the Forgiveneſs 
Sins. In Vertue of his Death, which was 
the Price of our Redemption, we are delivered 
from that Obnoxiouſneſs, which we were under, 
to ſuffer Divine Wrath and Vengeance. 

( 4.) He obtained for us a Right to the hea- 
venly Inheritance. We have forfeited a Title 
to Life, and cannot claim the Enjoyment of 
future Bleſſedneſs, as our Due, becauſe of our 
Guilt. That is an Obſtacle and Bar to our 
Happineſs, The Bleſſed Redeemer, by his 
Sacrifice, removed the Impediments to our Fe- 
licity ; and by his Subjection to the Law, and 
Obedience unto all its Precepts, as our Surety, 
he hath acquired for us a legal Title unto eter- 
nal Life. The immortal Crown of Glory, is a 
| Crown of Righteouſneſs : And God, in the Cha- 
racter of a righteous Judge, will place it on the 
Heads of the Saints. Henceſorth there is laid up 
for me a Crown of Righteouſneſs, which the Lord 
the righteous Judge will give me at that Day; and 
not to me only, but unto all them alſo who love his 
- Appearing. Grace reigns gloriouſly unto eternal 
Life; but its Reign is brough Righteouſneſs, by 
Jeſius Cbriſt our Lord. For, being juſtified free- 
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ly, we are made Heirs, according to the Hope of 
eternal Life, And, therefore, there is an in- 
ſeparable Connection between Juſtification and 
Glorification, n be Juſt ified, them be 93 
glorified. 

2. He lives. IT know that my Redremer liveth. 
Job doth not ſay, He ſhall 1 live, at he hath 
lived; but in the preſent Tenſe, Ziveth, 

(1) We may obſerve he exiſted then. His 
human Nature at that Time had not Subſiſtence. 
He did not exiſt as Man: But he always exiſt- 
ed in his Divine Nature. He was bre the 
Mountains were ſettled, &c. Then was he by 
the Father, as ane brought up with him. Chriſt 
the Word was in the Beginning, i. e. in the 
Commencement of Time; and, therefore, his 
Exiſtence muſt be prior to Time, and was eter- 
nal, or without Beginning. For, if he was 
when meaſurable Duration began, his Exiſtence 
muſt have been of earlier Date than that Dura- 
tion, and, conſequently, eternal. Becauſe it 
is abfurd to ſuppoſe, that there is a limited 
Date, which is not included in meaſurable Du- 
ration. This glorious Perſon is the ſame-Ye n 
day, and To-dey, aud for ever. 

; (2.) He lives. In him is Life, and the Life 
was the Light of Men. Life he hath in himſelf. 
And he is the Life, as he is the Way and the 
Truth. With bim ir the Fountain of Life And 
natural, ſpiritual, and eternal Life, is derived 
from him. We live, as Men, by Vertue of his 
Almighty Will. He communicates to us, as 
Chriſtians, a Principle of heavenly Life, and 
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by his gracious Influences, he preſerves, and 
maintains it. And our bliſsful Life, in- the fu- 
ture State, will ſpring from him. 

(3.) Chriſt lives, and ever will live, as Man. 
As our Surety he ſubmitted unto Death, in or- 
der to redeem and ſave us. But, being raiſed 
from the Dead, he dieth no more, Death hath 
no more Dominion over him. For in that he 
died, he died unto Sin once; but in that he 
liveth, he liveth unto God. Hence he ſays of 
himſelf, I am be that livetb, and was dead: 
And behold, T am alive for evermore. And be- 
cauſe be lives, we ſhall live a4ſo. 

3. Job knew him to be his living Redeemer- 
I Hie that my Redeemer livetb. He had an 
Aſſurance of an Intereſt in him. As the Church 
had, who ſaid, My beloved is mine, and I am 
bis; Likewiſe he Apoſtle, whoſe Language 
is this: He loved me, and gave himſelf for me. 
Some ſeem to think, that this — is eſ- 
ſential to every Act of Faith: Or, that Faith is 
never acted without it. I confeſs, I can't but 
be of Opinion, that this is a very great Miſ- 
take, and that there may be many precious 


Acts of F aith put. forth, wherein this Perſuaſion 


of an Intereſt in him is not enjoyed. This I 
will ſay, that every Perſon who is the happy 
Subject of the Grace of Faith, hath proper 
Foundation of ſuch a firm Perſuaſion of a per- 
ſonal Intereſt in a dear Redeemer. But I can- 


- not be prevailed with to think, that Faith is at 


no Time acted on Chriſt, as a Redeemer, with- 
out this Aſſurance of an Intereſt i in him, and in 
His Salvation, «| There 
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There are two Ways whereby this Aſſuranoe 
may be ingenerated in holy Souls, | 
(1.) By the Witneſs — A Spirit. . He bark 
eib Witneſs. toith our Spirits, that we are the 
Cbilaren of God. This, I apprehend, is an imme- 
diate and poſitive Act of his upon our Minds, 
— applying ſome particular Promiſe, 
or Promiſes to us, which are ſuitable to our 
Cale and preſent Frame; by which powerful 


Application, Unbelief is ſubdued, and We are 


encouraged to embrace the Promiſe, and La, 
conclude upon our own Intereſt, in thoſe 
cious Benefits, which are therein exhibit 10 
our Faith. z 
(2.) By a ' Diſcernment of that in us, which 
is the Effect of Divine Favour, and of an Inte- 
reſt in, this living Redeemer. Spiritual Know- 
ledge, holy Deſires, and heavenly Affections, 
are ſure Evidences of an Intereſt in * Love of 
God, and in Chriſt. He, who is the Subject 
of Sandlification, may fafely conclude, that he 
is. the Object of a Divine Choice to Salvation. 
God hath from the Beginning choſen us to Saluds 
tion, through Sands iſication of the Spirit. Thoſe 
whoſe Minds are, in any Meaſure, ſpiritunlixeu 
ate Members of Chriſt, as a Head of Life arid 
Influence, and intereſted in him, as a livin 
Redeemer, though they may often be aal. 
they are not; becauſe of the Preſence and 
Power of that contrary Principle of Sin, which 
they feel very active in them. If we are called 
with an boly Calling, or if Chriſt is made unto 
us nme, he is alſo made unto us Re- 
2 demption. 
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demption. ob knew, that the Root of the Mat- 
ter was in him, and, therefore, was ſenſible of :

1. The Senſe: may be, he ſhall riſe out of

The Incarnation of Chriſt, or his Ab 
tion of our Nature, is the Matter expreſſed, if 
taken in this View. We are called Duſt, be- 
cauſe that is the Original of our mortal Frame: 


» poltremus ex Pulvere (Terra) ſurget: on the Particle yy. 
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Duſt. thou. art, and unto Duſt thou ſhalt return. 
He knoweth our Frame, and remembereth that 
we are Duſt. Our Redeemer is the Seed of 
the Woman, for he was made of a Woman. 
Conceived and Born, Thus He, who is the 
Truth, ſprung out of the Earth, according. to 
that Prediction and Promiſe: Truth ſhall ſpring 
out of the Earth, This ſupernatural Producti- 
on of the human Nature of our Lord, fitted it 
for its Union with his Divine Perſon, and unto 
that bleſſed Work, which was therein to be ac- 
compliſhed. He being, in a proper Senſe, the 
Seed of the Woman, his Nature is the fame 
with ours; but abſolutely free from that Defile- 
ment, which attends us. And, therefore, he 
is an High Prieſt, which becomes us. Holy, 
har mleſs, and undefiled. . | h 1.4 
2. He ſtood, and ſtood firm upon the Earth. 


Chriſt dwelt, or tabernacled among Men. And 


was firm, ſteady, and ſtable, in the midſt of 
all the Temptations, Oppoſitions, and cruel 
Perſecutions, which he met with. Hell and 
Earth, Men and Devils combined againſt him, 
and he ſuffered grie vouſly from both, Under 
all his Sufferings, he behaved with amazing 
Firmneſs of Mind. He did not fail, nor was 
diſcouraged. He ſet bis Face like a Flint, and 
was not at all aſhamed. When he was appre- 
hended, with what Majeſty did he conduct 
himſelf, faying to the Multitude, who came to 
take him, Whom ſeek ye? They anſwer, Jeſus 
of Nazareth, He replies, I am be. If ye ſeek 
me, let theſe go their way, And, voluntarily 
C 2 ſurrenders 
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ſurrenders himfelf. When he was before the 
High Prieſt, what Fortitude and Intrepidity 
did he diſcover, though inſulted and blaſphe- 
med by the inſolent and rude Croud that were 
about him. He gave bis Bach to the Smiters, 
his Checks to them that plucked off the Hair, and 
bid not his Face from Shame and Spitting. And 
when he was in the Preſence of Pilate, he was 
no leſs courageous. Not the leaſt Sign of Fear 
diſcovered itſelf in his Countenance, Language, 
or Conduct. When he was mocked, derided, 
and moſt cruelly treated by the mercileſs Sol- 
diers, he behaved with the ſame Greatneſs of 
Mind. The Ignominy and all the Fortures of 
the Croſs he bore in an undaunted Manner. 
Prefented himſelf to Divine Juſtice a willing 
Victim for our Sins, and: endured the terrible 
Shock of the Wrath of God, without ſinking, 
or fainting under it. At once he ſhewed him- 
felf to be the Lion of the Tribe of Judah, and 
the Lamb of God. The Conrage of the Lion, 
and the Meeneſi of the Lan were united in 
him, under his moſt dolorous and unparalelled 
Sufferings. He was led as a Lamb to the Slaugh- 
ter, and as a Sheep before her Shearer is dumb, 
fo be opened net his Mouth, Magnanimity with- 
out Heughtineſs, Meekneſs without Meanneſs 
and Demiſfion of Spirit, our Saviour diſcovered 
throughout the aftoniſhing Tragedy of his 
Death. Thus the God fhone through the Man : 
Or, in other Words, the Divine Powers of the 
bleſſed Feſus diſplayed themſelves in ſupporting

dead Men ſhall live, my dead Body fhall they a 

or riſe again (11P!) : Awake and fing, ye that.

Herbs, and the Earth ſhall caſt out the Dead. The 
blefled Jeſus made his Grave with the Wicked, 


and with the Rich in his Death, But it was im- 


poffible that he ſhould be held of the'Bands of Death. 
The Divine Father, in the Character of a Judge, 
inflicted Puniſhment on him; and in that Cha- 
racer he diſpatched from Heaven, a Meffenger 
of Juſtice, to roll away the Stone from the 
Door of the Sepulchre, wherein' the Lord lay, 


honourably to ſet free his impriſoned Body. 


Thus he was raiſed from the Dead by the Ghry 
of the Father. Which is a full Evidence of his 
Approbation, of what Chriſt had done and ſuf- 
fered for us. Ig 8 
4. He will ſtand againſt the Earth, when 
he ſhalk appear, the fecond Time, without Sin 
unto Salvation. This is his unalterable Reſo- 
tution. I wilt ranſom them from the Power of 
the Grave, I will redeem them from Death, 0

imine Eyes. Then, Death will be ſwallowed up 
in Victory. Which holy Jeb had in View, as 
his following Words. evince. Before T enter 
upon the Explanation of them, it will be pro- 
per to anſwer ſome Object ions, which are raiſed 
againſt theit literal Senſe. Which is Job's Be- 
lief of the Refurreftion of his Body, notwithz 
IIA. xxvi. 19. : ſtanding 
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ſanding its Conſumption in the Grave. Ceci 
nus denies this Senſe, and ſome who en, 
him herein object thus: i 
1. Jeuiſb Writers, who labour to. prove the 
Reſurrection, never produce theſe Words Ky 
confirm it, and, therefore, it ſeems to them 
not likely to be the true Senſe, I anſwer, the 
Sun certainly ſhines at Noon, though blind 
Men fee it not. This Objection deſerves no 
other Anſwer. We know that Jewiſh Guides, 
in the Time of qur Lord's being on the Earth, 
were blind, Leaders of the Blind, And 1 know 
no Reaſon we have to think they ſee, ſince 
their Rejection, and Wrath is come upon that 
People to the utter moſt. 
2. How could Job know the ſublime Myſte- 
ries of the Incarnation. of the Son of God, — 
the happy Reſurrection of the Juſt? I anſwer, 
1. By a Revelation before given, that the Seed 
of the, Woman ſhould break the Serpent's Head, or 
defliroy the Works of the Devil. If this Anſwer 
ſatisfies not, I add, 2. He might know theſe 
Myſteries by. Inſpiration Let me, in my Turn, 
alk theſe Objectors, how Fob could know, that 
he ſhould be freed from his preſent Affliction? 
His Fleſh become freſh as a Child's ? The Vigor 
of bis emaciated Body be renewed ? His Life pro- 
longed ? And his Subſtance vaſtly increaſed ? How 
ole he then know either of theſe Things? If 
it is anſwered by Inſpiration, or immediate Re- 
velation. Then I ſay, might he not become 
ainted with the ſublime Myſteries mention- 
ed, in the fame Manner? Was not he inſpired? 


Surely ; 
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Sarely he was. He was one of thoſe holy Men of 
God, 'who ſpake as they were moved by the” Holy 
Ghoſt, Why, therefore,, ſhould it be thought 
he knew nothing of Evangelical Myſteries, but 
what was revealed before his own Time? 
3. It is faid, that a metaphorical Interpreta- 
tion of the following Phraſes agrees with the 
Context, and Sequel. I anſwer, it is true, that 
5 did, after this, ſee the Goodneſs of the 

ord in the Land of the Living, in that won- 
derful Change, which took place in his Cir- 
cumſtances. But, there is not 'the leaft Evi- 
dence given by him, either before or after the 
Text, that he had then the Knowledge of that 
Change, or the leaſt Hope and Expectation of 
it. Which is the Point to be proved. It is 
not the Fact, which can ſapport the Objection; 
but Job's Knowledge of that future Fact, only 
can countenance it. And ſuch Knowledge he 
had not. Having removed theſe Objections, I 
proceed to obſervc. FRED 
III. Holy ob expreſſes the Conſumption of 
his mortal Frame. : * 

Alter, or beſide, my Skin; that is to ſay, this 
beautiful Covering, whick incloſes all the- Parts 
and Members of my Body, is to be conſumed; 
and not only 10; but after, or beſide that, they 
deftroy' this. The Verb is imperſonal, and Dæ- 
ſtrovers are underſtood.” Our Tranſlation well 
ſupplies J/orms. Cnncerning which Job had 
betore ſpoke thus: I vill ſay unto Corruption, 
Thou art my Father ; and to the Worm,” Thou art 


my 
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my Mother, and my Sifter. They deſtroy This. 
It is an elegant Conciſeneſs in Speech, much 
like that which the Apoſtle uſes: This Corrup- 
tible, and This' Mortal; that is, this corruptible, 
and this mortal Body. It is a demonſtrative 
Mode of ſpeaking. He named not his Body, 
ſcarcely knowing what to call it, by reaſon id 
was ſo grievouſly emaciated; But pointing with 
his Finger to it, and uttering this Phraſe, he 
very emphatically expreſſes the Conſumption of 
it, when it ſhould be covered, and fed upon 
by Worms. The original Word fgnifies to 
deſtroy, as Beaſts wete deſtroyed in Sacrifice, 
and as Trees are deſtroyed by being cut down. 
And, therefore, holy Job ſpeaks not of the 
preſent Waſting of his Body, by thoſe noiſoma 
Ulcers, wherewith it was then all over cover- 
ed. But he intends the entire Conſumption of 
his mortal Frame, when committed to the 
Ground, or lodged in the filent Grave: And 
it is to me aſtoniſhing, that any ſhould raiſe: a 
Scruple.concerning a Point, which is ſo clearly 
expreſſed. Obſcurity in the Phraſe is pretebd- 
ed as the Reaſon, but that is not the Cauſe; 
Indeęd, the Phraſe is conciſe, but it is not ob- 
ſcure.

The Socinians, therrfare, act 
vainly, and thoſe - who with them, pretend, that 
this Place does not treat of the Reſurrection frem. 
the Dead, but only of a temporal Reſtoration. 
For, that, after a en Conſumption by no means 


could be expected. Job ſpeaks of Things "that be 

knew : I know, ſays be. But ſuch was not @ 

temporal Reſioration; whereas that is @ Benefit of 
this Life, (which depended on the Condition and 

Free-will of God) Job could not know, or pro- 

miſe it to himſelf. Then he had no temporal Hope, 

Which is what be publiſhes often. | Beſides, the 

Words foregoing, (which intimate this Confeſſion 

and Triumph of Faith) ſignify ſomething greater 
and more important, than a * of a We 

tion to the Benefits of this Life.* 

Reaſon there is none to think, that Job, in 
theſe Phraſes, deſigns the Waſling of his Fleſh | 
by Affliction, while he was living; but there 
are ſolid Reaſons, for, interpreting them, of an

He ſpeaks of that, in this 
Phraſe, which he ſpeaks of in the preceding 
Phraſes ; in them, he expreſſes the deſtructive

Or, notwithſtanding that Exciſion 
1 Ps knew that he ſhould ſee God. 
*. njoy a Proſpect of the Divine Perſons, 
Father, Son, and Spirit, in that gracious and 

kind Part each acted in his Favour, 

(I.) The Father, who, from everlaſting, in- 
finitely loved his People, choſe them to Salva- 
tion, and fixed upon the wiſe and gracious Me- 
thod of their Recovery. Bleſſed them with all 
ſpiritual Bleſſings in Chriſt. Gave his Son to 
them, and for them, at the Time appointed. 
On the Foundation of his Fulfilment of the 
Law for them, he juſtifies their Perſons. Thro' 
his Death and Sacrifice he pardons their Sins, 
and delivers them from juſtly deſerved Puniſh» 
ment. He ſends his Spirit into their Hearts to 
regenerate, ſanctify, comfort, and preſerve them 
ſafely to that eternal Glory, unto which he 
calls them. And all this he doth for them, as 
the Effect of the Riches of his Kindneſs, thro' 
Jeſus Chriſt, without the leaſt Motive and In- 
ducement in them. The View whereof, will 
for ever poſſeſs their Souls with Joy inconceiv- 
able, and holy Adoration. 

(2.) Chriſt will alſo be beheld by the Saints, 
in the Freeneſs and Intenſeneſs of his Love. 
Who became a Subject of the Law for their 
fakes. Fully obeyed it, as their Surety, and 
thereby brought in everlaſting Righteouſneſs for 
them. Laid down his Life, ſuffered Death 
in their ſtead, that he might redeem them to 
God, and deliver them from Curſe, Wrath and 


D 2 Vengeance, 
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Vengeance, in ſuch a Way as comports with 
Divine Juſtice, as well as magnifies the Riches 
of Divine Grace. How great muſt that Plea- * 
ſure be, which will ariſe from a View of the 
Love, Compaſſion, and Kindneſs of a dear 
Redeemer, and of all the numerous Ways where- 
in he hath made a Diſcovery thereof? 
(3.) The bleſſed Spirit, in the important 
Part which he acts in the ſtupendous Deſign of 
our Salvation. He comes into the Hearts of 
God's People. Quickens them when dead in 
Sin, Makes them meet to be Partakers of the 
Inheritance of the Saints in Light. Guides 
them, comforts, revives, ſeals and eſtabliſhes 
them. Dwells in them, and will abide with 
them for ever, though they often grieve him 
by their provoking Carriage. He maintains 
the good Work begun in them, and will per- 
fect it. Oh, what Delight will ſpring from a 
Proſpect of the gracious Actings of Father, Son, 
ane Spirit, in our Favour! No Tongue can 
expreſs it. WE 3 
[2.] The Divine Perſections will alſo be 
clearly feen by the Saints, as they are diſplayed, 
in their Recovery from Ruin, and Advance- 
ment to Happineſs and Glory. Sovereignty is 
the Baſis whereon it reſts, and the abſolute 
Cauſe into which it muſt be refolved. For, if 
any Thing is the mere Effect of the Free-will 
of God, the Salvation of Sinners moſt certain- 
ly is. The Reaſon why God faves guilty Crea- 
tires, is not becauſe it is i they ſhould be fa- 


ved. If it was ſo, their Salvation would not 
| be 
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be the Effect of his good Pleaſure, nor would 
it be free with him to fave; or not ſave them. 

Becauſe, God is not at Liberty to act, or not 
act, what it is fit for him to act. True it is, 
he ſaves us in a Way that is ft, condecent, and 
becoming himſelf; nor could he do otherwiſe : 
But it is not becauſe it is ft that we ſhould be 
ſaved, that God reſolved upon our Salvation. 
This Deſign is the Reſult of his ſovereign 
Will, no Perfection of his Nature requiring it. 
And, therefore, hath he Mercy on wwhom be will 
have Mercy, ind whom be will he hardeneth, or 
leaves in a State of Impenitence. Again, infi- 
nite Wiſdom abundantly ſhines in this Affair. 
The Means fixed upon to bring about our Sal- 
vation are ſufficient and effectual, ſo that the 
grand Deſign cannot fail of being accompliſhed. 
And every noble End reſpecting God himſelf, 
and the Subjects of this Redemption, was had 
in View, and fully ſecured. The higheſt Glo- 
ry redounds to all the Perfections of 1 Deity 
in this Buſineſs, Full Proviſion is made for 
advancing the Honour of every Divine Attri- 
bute. As the Riches of Grace, Kindneſs and 
Mercy are gloriouſly difplayed herein ; ſo the 
Holineſs and inflexible Juſtice of God is vin- 
dicated, and illuſtrioufly ſhines through the 
| Whole of this amazing Deſign. Sinners are 
freely pardoned, and eternally ſaved, 70 the 
Proif of the Glory of Divine Grace. And, in- 
finite Indignation againſt Sin is manifeſted, in 
the Infliction of Puniſhment on our Redeemer, 
with Relation unto our Guilt, which was

Shame 
and Confuſion for their Iniquities, they are 
obliged to acknowledge is only their Due, in 
that wiſe and holy Method, which God hath 
fixed upon, to bring them unto the Fruition of 
himſelf Farther, all our Enemies are con- 
quered, vanquiſhed, and utterly deſtroyed, 
Sin, Satan, Hell and Death. And, this Vic- | 
tory was obtained for us in our Nature, as ta- 
ken into Union with the Son of God, where- 
by it was fitted to accompliſh all the grand and 
noble Views, which were intended, and re-

And the Pro- 
ſpect of them hereafter will be immediate, clear, 
permanent, uninterrupted, and endleſs. This 
the Faith of holy Job was now fixed upon, 
and, therefore, it is no Wonder, that he was, 
at this Time, ſo much elevated, and fo earneſt- 
ly defired, that the Words he expreſſed might 
be preſerved till Time ſhould be no more. 
They are truly worthy of perpetual Remem- 
brance, nor ſhall they be forgot to Eternity. 


V. The holy Man deſcribes the Advantage 
and Nature of this Viſion. Wherein ſeveral 
Particulars are to be obſerved. He fays, 

(1.) Whom T ſhall fee for myſelf. The Particle 
(>) for myſelf, ſometimes denotes perſonal Be- 
nefit and Advantage.

An immediate, 
clear, and conſtant View of the Divine Perfec- 
tions, as exerciſed and diſplayed in our Salva- 
tion, will certainly produce, and maintain the 
higheſt Satisfaction and Delight, in our Minds 
for evermore. A Sight of infinite Goodneſs, 
Grace, Kindneſs, and Mercy, as acting in per- 
fect Agreement with infinite Holineſs and Juſ- 
tice, under the Direction of infinite Wiſdom, 
in the Affair of our Recovery, and Salvation, 
muſt raiſe in our Souls the greateſt Pleaſure, 
and a holy Adoration. For, every Thing that 
is grand, noble, good, and wiſe, is therein con- 
tained. And, therefore, complete Felicity : Or, 
all that our ennobled and enlarged Minds can 
wiſh for, is comprized in this beazific Viſion, 
(2.) Sometimes this Particle expreſſes the Pre- 
fence and Nearneſs of an Object to a Perſon: 
The holy Man knew, that he ſhould ſee God 
near him. Behold him not as an Object at a 
Diſtance, which is the Caſe with the Saints 
now; but as preſent with him, or near to him. 
And, therefore, this Sight of God will be clear 
and full, There will be no Need of a Medi- 
um, in the future State, to preſent to our View 
the Object of our chief Joy. For, there we 
ſhall be with him, and ſee him, as he is. (3.) In

Rottenneſs, which is our Caſe. Again, Chriſt 
alone is the Author of our Redemption. He 
only was equal to it. He freely undertook it, 
and he hath obtained eternal Redemption for 
us, by his Sufferings, and Death. And, there- 
fore, our Hope of Pardon, and Deliverance 
from the Curſe of the Law, and the Wrath of 
God, ought to be fixed on him, and him alone. 
For, nothing which we can do, nor any thin 
which we have, to offer unto God, will ever 
compenſate for our Crimes, expiate our Guilt, 
and free us from that Condemnation, unto 
which we are ſo juſtly obnoxious, in Conſe- 
quence of Sin. Farther, only Views by Faith 
of the Redemption of Chriſt, can furniſh our 
Minds with ſolid Peace, Joy, and Triumph,
